There is a pleasure in gratifying th? an’- 
mal instinct of hunger. The sime is true of 
hirst. To each of the lower sentimen's there isa 
peullar response of pleasare or of pain. As you 
go up in the line of development of the hu aan 
nid, each affection has its pleasure. There is 
plewure in every one of the faculties from which 
conduct proceeds. God meant that it should be 
«0. In ordinary circumstances, it is low and mod- 
gute. It is capable of being high and ecstatic. 
No person, therefore, lives in accordance with the 
hws of God and his own mind, without living on 
theside where there is pleasure—not tumultuous, 
excessive and exhaustive pleasure, but gentle and 
wholecome pleasure. And to have a theory of 
wnevolence which requires that you should act 
wibout pleasure, or without a consciousness of 
ior without a conception of it, is to havea the- 
ory which requires that you should unmake your- 
sf, and be what God never meant that you should 
be, and does not want that you should be. 

If 1do a good thing because it is pleasant for 
we to do good things, I act froma disinterested 
potive. If Ido a reverent thing because the in- 
tinctive beaut¥ of reverence inclines me to it, I 
xt disinterestedly. If I love and obey God be- 
cause loving and obeying God are in themselves 
plein fo me, that is disinterested. The musician 
is YOu We reason why he makes certain 
cords is, that tlisv are pleasant to his ear; and 
that is all his theory ahout it.

I believe, that, after they arc once established in 
the way of religion, and under the divine influence, 
act, pretty much their whole life, disinterestedly. 
I heard my father say of my mother, who died, 
when J was small, that he did not remember one 
selfish thing that she did during the seventeen 
years that he lived with her. She, of course, in 
reckoning with her own conscience before*God, 
would bave given a different account; but this 
was the testimony that he bore—and he was a dis- 
cerning man, quick to know. I have seen per- 
sone, the current of whose thoughts it seemed to 
me was to please others. I donot mean that they 
did not think of themselves sometimes; I mean 
that it was their meat and their drink to do the 
will of God toward their fellow-men. 

Well, can everybody. live so? Everybody can 
live a great deal nearer so by trying than by not 
trying. Can anybody come anywhere near living 
so? No, probably not. Judgiag from facts as 
they are, we should not be led t> think it. Bat in 
everybody the aim, the thing etriven after, may so 
far be the good of others, and obedience to God’s 
will, that jt may be caid that they are acting from 
disinterested benevolence. 

I suppose many persons will say, “We have 
tricd it, and we are diecouraged.” The trouble is 
that you have tried it on too broad a scale. Let 
me illustrate what I mean. If1 have fifty acres of 
ground tha: I want to bring into thorough culture, 
I will take ten acres, and do the best I can to bring 
them into good tilth and heart. When thece ten 
acres are pretty well under way,I will take in 
hand ten acres nore. In that manner, by degrée?, 
I shall m anage to bring it all into a right condition. 
But if I undertake to improve the whole fifty acres 
at ox ce, ] shall fail. 

A great many persons, whea they become Chris- 
tians, undertake to do everything at once, and it 
transcends their power, and failure and utter dis- 
couragement are the result. Why should they 
Lot undertake one point at atime? If a man, for 
example, wishes to be disinterested, wishes to live 
to do good, let him begin at home. The mother of 
a hourchold would find bat little diffic alty, usually, 
in acting disinterestedly toward her child, beca.se 
she would be impelled to it by the power of the 
maternal instinct; but a mother sometimes would 
have a good opportunity to practice disinterested- 
ness toward her servan's, acting as if they were 
children, or as if they were stauding in the rela- 








There is a great deal that may be done in that db 
rection. Itis not agood plan to go away from 
home to prac ice Christian virtues. If you suc- 
ceed in practicing them at home, you will have no 
trouble in practicing them away from home. Ifa 
perton wishes to act from a higher grade of mo- 
tives, Jet him first direct his attention to one class 
of habits where he is faulty, and endeavor to cor- 
rect that. He should not neglect the others; but 
let him make that the specialty. If you will take 
notice, you will see, in spiritual things as wel] as 
in temporal things, that, if you gain one victory, 
you will be more likely to gain others, because it 
will give you courage; whereas, if you fail, and 
break down, you say, “ There is no use.” 

Ifa person can, tor the sake of other people, 
control his tongue, that is a grest deal. You are, 
we will suppose, very quick to discern faalts, and 
you have ® nise° Way the subjects of 
them. There is that little sentence that acts like a 
probe, and everybody sees it; and the person 
squirms, and you say, “I merely told the trath.”

Then, what do I mean by disinterested ben :vo- 
jnce? I mean this: seeking the welfare of an- 
other person, without regard to any benefit that J 
myself am to receive. I may incidentally recive 
some benefit, and I may have a consciousness that 
some benefit willcome to me; bu; the course o° 
conduct is disintere:ted, notwithstanding. 

For instance, I propose to run for the mayoralty, 
or for Congress ; and I say to myself, “ There 1s a 
Methodist church in that neighborhood, aad there, 
sea good many voters interes‘ed in it, and Uyey 
are greatly in want of means. Now, I will 0 and 
bear their story, and will slap out a tho'ygand dol- 
las, and set them all right. The argon will be a 
good one, and they will think I 4m a good Chris- 
tian, and will tell what I have, done to this church 
and that, and I shall get the whole Methodist vote 
ofthe town.” The action would be a good one, it 
is true; bat, a8 My C/oject would be to get votes, I 
do not think I could claim that it was a disin- 
laested action, Bat suppose, on the other hand, 
‘generous ‘man, believing in the Gospel, and wil- 
ling t© “anke sacrifices for its sake, should find a 
churca that was a blessing to the community, but 
thet'was struggling for aa-existence, and should 
my, “I could not use a thousand dollars so that it 
would serve the Master’s cause better than by giv- 
ing it to that church,” and should act accordingly ; 
wouldat not be true that he acted disinterestedly ? 
Some unbeliever in disinterested benevolence says 
to him, “ I suppose you think you acted from dis- 
interested motives” He says, “I dont suppose 
that I acted with perfection ; I do not know that 
Ihad zeal or love enough; I do not know but my 
action may have been in some degree adulterated ; 

but, so far as I could see, my motive was to d> 
good.” “ But was there not the feeling that you 
would look back upon what you had done with 
satisfaction? I guess, if you probe your motives, 
you will find that they were not entirely disin- 
terested.” “ Well,” the man says, ‘'I know that I 
never thought at all whether anything would come 
back to me, or whether anybody would be led to 
terve me; I simply thought that it would be pleas- 
snt to serve Ohrist@y helping his disciples.” 
Now, I eay that that man’s act was free enough 
from selfishness to be called an act of disinterested 
benevolence. You must not expec! angelic con- 
duct in human beings. All that anybody oight to 
#k is, that, when dotug good, you shall do it for 
thelove of doing good, and not fur some remu- 
veration. “Ifye love them which love you, what 
reward have ye ? do not even the publicans the 
sme?” And if you do good only where yo1 
know that remuneration ia some shape will com> 
back to you, the aet, though good, is no‘ of ahigh 
trade. But where aman does good, not for re- 
wureration, not for praise, not for favor, but b3- 
Cause his conscience and his benevolence imspire 
himto do it, and because he loves t> do it, it is 
right, and it is sufficiently unselfish to warrant the 
Claim that there is such a thing as disinterested 
benevolence. 

In the next place, the question arises as to the 
Stent to which a man can live disinterestedly. 
Men widely differ in respect to their natural capa- 
tly for this. They are differently constituted. 

ime men are made to be beautiful, and sonie are 
Made to be homely. God makes people just as it 
him, externally and internally. There are 

‘ome people whose life-world is to harmonize the 

's oftheir being; and there are seme peo- 
et Clements of whose being are nearly har- 
res. the beginning, and whose business it is 
fey 'pthe world, and to succor those who are leas 


Yes, but you told the truth so sharply tha’ it cat 
the person in two! You {ouchod his nerve of 
sensibility, and caygéd him the extremest an- 
guish. If Vou have the gift of saying bitter things, 
and i, for the sake of the happiness of othars, you 
will not do it, you are practicing disinterested 
benevolence. If you sacrifice your own tendency 
fo say cutting things for the sake of sparing other 
people's feelings, you practice disinterested bznevo- 
lencs. Here is a man that is accustomed to yield 
te the tendency in him to exaggerate; and he sees 
that it does mischief; and he says, “However 
much effort it may require, I-will destroy that ten- 
dency for the sake of helping others.” I have 
known men that, being addicted to the uie of to- 
baces, raid to young men—perhaps their ovo 
children—‘I have been using tob3cc> tweaty 
years, and it would cost mea bitter trial to break 
off the habit now; bu’, if you will agree that you 
will not touch it, I will agree that I will discon- 
tinue its use.” I call euch acts as these acts of dis- 
interested benevolence. 

It is not my purpose to paint the ideal of a saiat, 
with the expectation that you will attain it so 
completely as te do everything with disinterested 
benevolence ; but I do say that all of us can go up 
many degrees higher than we do in living for oth- 
ers, and not for ourselves. One way of doing this 
is to look into Our own character and condu>t, and 
see how many things we can ‘do for the sake of 
making others happier, and how many things we 
can forbear doing for the sake of making them 
happier. And we are not to make them happier 
alone, but to please them te edification. Try this, : 
and you will be surprised to find how your owm 
happiness lies in that direction. Not that I would 
present your happiness as a motive, but it will be 
e@ reward, if it is not a motive. * 


THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CONGRE- 
GATIONAL OHURCHES. 
Iv.

WE have already considered the mode of éonsti- 
tuting this counci) and its principal object, which 
is to prepare our denomination for the work of 
evangtlizing the West and South. We have also 
referred to the fact that Congregationalism will 
spread, by a spontaneous local demand, over the 
wholé land, whether existing Congregational 
churches wish it or not, and that we’must prepare 
ourselves for the greatness which will thus be 
thrust upon us. 

We now wish to show that this greatness should 


not be upon us, but should be wrought out 
by own lofty endeavor. Congregationalists 
are be to spread Congregationalism. This is the 
text for our present column of talk about the com- 


ing ¢ovncil. é 
We must, however, put in a disclaimer at the 
outset. When we eet forth the exellsncies of Con- 
we do n>t mean to say tha‘, there 

are no excellencies in any other farm of ‘Church 
polity. Presbyterianism is a good system of its 
kind; elaborate, compact, and thoroughly in 
harmony with its grand principle, Ef We were 
Presbyterians, we would be one of te Rilgh-church 
sort, hostile to afl mongrels and mixtures with 
other and incongruous politics. No system can 
work well except as it is worked according to its 
own gepvius.| Presbyterianism has its genius, 
Methodism hes its, while Episcopalianism is not 
defective in the matter of idosyncracies ; and each 
of these is to produce ts own peculiar

peculiar mission. We cannot find them in the 
New Testament, it is true, for our Puritan fathers 
left no gleanings behind them for ethers to ap- 
propriate when they searched the Scriptures for a 
church polity. They incorporated into Congre. 
gationalism every feature for which they c mld 
find the eligh‘est authority in the Word of God 
Yet other church forms have been p<rmitred 
in the providence of God, to spring up ; and, as we 
eay of civil governments, “ the powers that be are 
ordained of God,” though they are aristocracies, or 
monarchies, or despotisms, 80 we say that the sum- 
ple existence of the:e churches, and their suczeas-— 
ful performance o’ church fanciions, may be re- 
garded as an indication that the “Lord hath need 
of them.” ‘We bid them all then God speed ia the 
enterprise of evangelizing the land. Work on, 
brethren, in your own way, and work as hard as 
youcan. We have no competition with you, ex 
cept to help you in every good thing ; and no quar- 
rel with you, except as you und:2rtake to do a bad 
thing. 

But still we say Congcegationaliam bears in its 
bosom blessings for this renovated na‘ion such as 
no other system of church polity is capable of be- 
stowing, and the solemn duty is placed upon Con- 
gregationalists, by the great. Head of the Church, 
tosce to it that the natioa receives these blessings 
abundantly, generously, up to the full measure of 
its capacity to appropriate and enjoy them. 

In the foreground we place the fact which Con 
gregationalists (with whom alone we are now 
reasoning), of course, fully believe, that our 
church polity is that which had the priferénze of 
our Divine Master and his immediate followers, 
whote binding and loosing he accept; as his own 
act. We do not deny that, “on account of the 
hardness cf oar hearts,” or for some other reason, 
he has since permi'ted other devices — patristic and 
medisval, Sco‘ch and Dutch, Litheran and Wes- 
leysn, and fo through the list—‘o spring up 
and to become established. But Congregationl- 
ism, as we believe, was his choice This recived, 
not the sanction of his permission merely, but of 
his authority. 

Can we doubt that we are doing an act specially 
pleating to the great Head of the Church, when 
we refuse to take any liberties wih the system he 
himee}f inaugurated by special ingpiration! It is 
on- 
iets sre not in favor of extending their polity 
utide,of New England. We appeal to the can- 
doy of such to inform us what can be more truly 


conser ygtive than to consult with conscientious 
fidelity"th¢ example of Christ, and to rest in the 
cor clot that what his wisdom selecte@ and 


appoirted who “knew what was in man” is, on 
the whole, the safest, the most effective, the best 
adapted to human nature, and the most promising 
of tuccess in the work of disciplining our nation 
and baptizing it into the name of the Father, 
and the Bon, and the Holy Ghost 

What greatly strengthens this view, is the fact 
that this system of church polity was selected by 
Christ and his apostles for a time ef national con- 
culsion and change, wel dcscribed by Luke as the 
“ distress of nations with perplexity ; the sea and 
the waves roaring ; men’s hearts failing them for 
fesx.” If eyer human wisdom wo.ld have devised 
a sizong, compact, elaborate organization, capable 
cf moving either for aggression or defense at the 
command of a central power, then was the time. 
Without protection from the state, but persecuted 
by it; without the continuance of learalag and 
philosophy, but entotintering from the firsi the 
most furious “logomachies of science, fulsely so 
galled ;” without a common nationality or a uai- 
form language ; without experience in ecclesiastical 
affairs ; without early training under the ing‘itu'ions 
of Christianity, heathen in all their previou; no 
tions, childish to such a degree that Paul had to 
feed the best of them with milk long after their 
convertion; surely they required, if any churches 
ever did, bishops and rubrics, or “ books” and 
“sessiors,” or, at the very least, presiding elders 
and class-leaders. If a church ever needed a 
“ sessicn” to take care of it and discipline it, the 
church in Corinth needed it, when numbers 
turned the Lord’s Supper into an unseemly pic- 
nic, after the Greek fashion, to which each brought 
his own provisions, and took “before other his 
own supper ;” so that, while some went hungry, 
others were actually intoxicated. If it was ever 
unsafe, when a brother walked disorderly, to fol- 
low Christ’s command, and “ TELL IT UNTO THE 
CHURCH,” it was so in a church which permit'ed for- 
nication, and such fornication “ as should not once 
be named among saints.” Yet Paul did not ex- 
hort them to organize a “stronger church goy- 
ernment,” but appealed, in the “Congregational 
way” to the whole bedy of the church, with results 
eminently satisfactory. Nor have we the least evi- 
dence that any corruption or heresy was intro- 
duced, during all that troublous period, throagh 
the polity and discipline of the churches, so long 
as this so-called “ loose, ypdefined, unauthoria- 
tive, inefficient” Congregational system continu2d 
But after human wisdom began to ifnprove apo 
the wisdom of God, and outside government was 
subetituted for self-government, and the only or- 
ganization Christ ever sanctioned — the local 
cburch—lost its dignity and authority, and its entire 
autonowy, in the superior rank of territorial, na- 
tional, and, at lart, international organizations; 
when men began to talk of ‘ the church,” instead o! 
“ the CHURCHES ;” when canon-law took the place 
of “ sanctified common sense ;” wher rubric?, made 
red with the bleod of dissidents, began to deal out 
the punishment which in Paul’s day was “ inflicted 
of many,” and which he pronounced!“ sufficient” 
even for e fornicator; then there was trouble 
enovgh—trouble doctrinally, trouble ecclesiasti- 
cally, trouble epiri‘ually. With responsibility and 
authority, manliness departed, and with mauliness, 
religion, which is only the highest style of manli- 
nes. declined ; and, just in proportion to this in- 
dividual de‘eriora‘ion, the ehurches deteriorated, 
and the whole church of God became eorrupt. I

Iy the chute In which the seceded States are 
engaged g-od, if it were in vindication of 
their just rghts against oppression. the courage of 
their peop, their persistence against great odds, 
and their jatient endurance of extreme priva‘ion 
would be sjblime. But as the sole objec: of their 
parsionate jebellion and bloody struggle is for the 
unlimited power of trampling under foot tha clear, 


| undoubted, and dearest rights of others, their cour- 


age avd eufurance are brutal, devilish. 

The common people at the South begin now to 
comprehen that their interests have never been 
consulted ly the leaders of the rebellion, and that 
their welfa will not be in any way promo‘ed by 
its success.,; Many times, I have heard persons of 
this class my of the insurrection, that it was “ en- 
gineered ” by the slaveholders for their own benefit 
—that iS was ‘a rich man’s war, but a poor man’s 
fight”—tht “the old government was good 
«nough far them, and had never in any manner 
injured thhm.” But these people are compelled to 
yield an unwilling allegiance to the despotism 
which ) etyules the South with extremest military 
rigor. ‘ . 

The people of the North often speak of the wil- 
ling sacrifices they are making for the preservation 
of the lifeof the nation; of the invaluable lives 
and the t;easure which they contribute ungrudg- 
ingly to that end. But the people of the South 
have sacrificed far more in the mad attempt to 
destroy the nation and to blot it out from the map 
of the world. Almost the entire property of the 
South has been consumed during this war, and the 
destruction of life has been so great as to be wi h- 
out a parallel. 

In-convetration with a Southern gentleman upon 
the causes and consequences of the war, he re- 
m:rked thit one of the worst effects of it to the 
South wv build be, that all those who should survive 
it would return to their homes greatly demoral- 


ples and exerting a good influence, had lost th:ir 
lives. His remark was, “ There are none left to set 
proper examples!” ‘ 

Since the commencement of the war, the North 
has beem prosperous in every branch of industry 
to an extent that has scarcely been equalled before 
in the history of the country. Our population, 
prodadts;and wealth have steadily increased, not- 
withetgnding the prodigious drain upon them by 
the nepwssities of the time. Everywhere, in city, 
town, village, and hamlet throughout the North, 
are to be seen evidences of great prosperity. In 
the South, on the contrary, are to be seen only the 
plainest indications ef the perfect prostration of 
every branch of indus:ry, and of ruin more or less 
complete." 

Itave passed through the South in difisrent 


three thousand miles; have been in many of its 
principal cities, and a many of its minor 
towns and villages, and have seen much of its 
country life; but have not seen, at any time or in 
any place, evens solitary workman engaged in con- 
structing or even repairing a building of any de- 


army purpcses. But I have seen many towns and 
villages ravaged, and deserted almost eatirely by 
thc ir inhabitants, and vast regions of country laid 
waite by advancing and retreating armies, and 
permitted to run to waste for want of a laboring 
force—sll able-bodied men, white and black, hay- 
ing been compelled iato the rebel service. 


tile parts of the South, I have seen fences swept 
away, not even a fragment remaining ; crops left 
unhsrvyested and trampled and ground into the 
earth by myriad feet of marching hots, and pond- 
erous wheels of artillery, and trains of great arm- 
ies. I have seen great plantation houses, haviag 
in and about them every sign of recent life and 
elegance and luxury, but deserted by every occu- 
pant ; the stripped and bare apartments, the broken 
windows and doors, the ruined gardens and 


boundless joy the men of “de Norf,” from whom 
their masters fied, and, loading themselves with 
such plunder as they could carry, would march 
away with our armies, abandoning home and 
friends in the hope of gaining “ liberty.” 

In the suburbs of cities and towns occupied by 
our forccs, I have seen innumerable houses, of al- 
most every quality, razed or ruined, sometimes by

Pinched by cold, in a bivouac, rebel soldiers, as 
well as loyal, demolish fences and out-houses, ahd 
sometimes comfortable residences, to feed the camp- 
fires, without which armies cannot sleep, march, or 
fight.

utterly desolated. Phe rebels, being strongly re-en- 
forced, turn upon théir pursuers, who are com- 
pelled to retreat, choosing for this purpose a line 
leading through a fresh country, if thjs be possi- 
ble. Our forces now retire rapidly, on as many 
peralle] roads as may be convenient, destroying as 
they go, as the rebels did on another route, every 
bridge and supplies of every sort that may be use- 
_falto the pursuing énemy, and driving off all 
_ herses, mules, and cattle that can be found. Thus, 
| between both armier, the entire country is impov- 
' erished and laid waste, and the women, children, 
and old men are thus exposed to extreme suffer- 
ing. Of able-bodied men, there are none—ail be- 
ing forced away inte the rebel service, or lyiag 
out in the forests to avoid censcription. 

In a considerable Southern city, I saw the ra- 
ins of an extensive conflagration—more than half 
the place was destroyed. And it was in this 
wise :

A correspondent of Zhe Hvening Post, who 
accompanied Gencral Shermap in the march 
throvgh Gecrgia, which that gallant officer pro- 
nounces to have been most agreeable, writes a full 
and graphic account of the scenes which ec :urred 
slong the yout.

Tue Old Year goes,the New Year comes, now 
asever since the birth of Time. What hopes 
are justified by the promise of the opening year ? 

But first let us reverently thank God for all 
His mercies, and specially for those which His- 
tory will identify with 1864. Prominent among 
these, let American patriots be grateful— 

I. For the fortitude aod patient courage 
evinced by our people in view of the reverses 
and losees with which the year was ushered in, 
partioularly in the South-West, where it had 
‘been reasonably and confidently expested that 
the Rebellion would be thoroughly and finally 
crushed by the combined operations of Gens. 
Banks, Steele, and others. Ample means, it was 
believed, were provided ; they should have been 
80 wielded as to restore to loyalty all of oarcoun- 
try that lies Westward of the Mississippi. The 
campaiga failei; Gen. Banks was defeated and 
driven back with heivy loss; yet the Loyal Mil- 
lions, though sorely disappointed, were not dis- 
heartered. So also of their expectation that Lee 
would be routed and Richmond taken by Gen. 
Grant's resolute and sanguinary offensive opera- 
tions in Eastern Virginia. The heart of the Na- 
tion beat time to his advancing footsteps, but did 
not faint nor sink when he was stopped by the 
enemy's deadly fire from behind impregaable 
intrenchments. ; 

Il. For the ability vouchsa’ed to oar Perpls to 
misintain the pecaniary solvency of their Gov- 
ernment under every phase of discourazemont 
and depression.

SAVANNAH! 


Tue streets of the chief city of Georg’a re- 
round cnce more to the tread of the soldiers of 
the Unicn. Savannah belongs once more and 
fo:ever to the Republic. Sherman’s swift cam- 
paign is crowned with an equally swift suceess, 
ard the resistless advance which began at Atlanta, 
on the 14th of November, finds its natural con- 
clusion in Savannah, l-es than forty days after. 
This victoriors general may go next in whatever 
directicn he chcosce, but the fame aud fortunes of 
th's campaiga are secure. Savannah is h:nce- 
forth not the object of his efforts, but the base and 
the support of his future projects. 

We do not deem ‘the completeness of this suc 
cess impszired ma‘erially by the escape of Hardee 
and his forces. Gen. Sherman has captured, 
w thout a blow, the City of Savannah, a hundred 
and fifty heavy guns, thirteen locomotives in good 
order, a hundred and ninety cars, a larze supply 
of an munition and materials of war, three steam- 
ers, and a quantity of cotton differently stated at 
25,000 and 33,000 bales. The prize is splendid 
«novgh without the beggarly army that m'‘ght 
have defended it. Probably it was not in Sher- 
man’s power to arrange matters otherwise. The 
co-epereting force from Port Royal under Fo: ter 
had failed todo its assigned work. The Charles- 
ton R. R. remained open, and the left bank of the 
Savannah River could not be occupicd.. Dahl- 
gren, with his iron-clad ficet, had proved too little 
adventurous to try the passage of the river—a 
movement which might have completed the 
inves'ment of the city Bnd. have rendered the 
retreat of its garrison impossib'e. Sherman, 
therefore, did what he could, and his preparations 
for an assault eeem to have been form‘dable 
enough to convince Hardee that the better part of 
valor was discretion. The Rebel commander 
chose to save his army by surrendering the city ; 
ard the act was a prudent and justifiable one on 
military grcund®. Sherman would have preferred 
he should wait till escape had become imporsible ; 
but Sherman was dependent for complete success 
on others of less energy and ability thax himself; 
and so the scheme, like most schemes which re- 
quire more than one brain.and will, failed. Let 
us then te content with what we have, and 
grateful fur a victory in itself so valuable. 
Commeicially considered, Savannah was the 
center of a thousand miles of railway. In a 
militayy view, its importance is numerically lesz, 
but still very great. The citylies at the moath 
of ariver which is navigable up te Augusta for 
steamers of 150 tons, and for vessels of s»mes ze 
neatly tue hurdred miles beyond. In other 
woids, Sherman now controls the two states 
which lie on either side this river, and is able to 
send a forces to capture -Augausta, and from that 
rew base to hsld or to destroy the vast railway 
system which thence s‘retohes north a.d south. 
Avgusta is the key t» Georgia and South Carolina 
beth. 

It is no: nec: ssary to suppose that Sherman will 
direct his next movement agairst Augusta Estab- 
lished at Savannah, he has a choice of campaigns. 
-| Sul ject to Grant, he may be ordered North by sea 
to assist pending cpenat'ons egainst Wilmington 
or Rictmond. He may be assigned the capture 
of Cherleston. He may te ordered to complete 
his great work of isolatng the halves of the 
Confederacy by the pessestion of Georgia ard 
South Carolina. Whichever be the fature pur- 
pose of Grant, it is enough to know at present 
thet the occupation of Savannah makes either 
feasible, avd that its central position and its 
communication by river with the interior gives 
to Gen. Sherm:n a mastery of the situation so 
far es the Gulf States are concerned.

But the subject of temperance was pressed 
clo:ely home uyon the people, causing the makers 
of liquor to feel exceedingly uncomfortable. The 
shrewd Mr. K. and his parwer therefore sold the 
distillery to two young men, but were to supply 
the grain and take whiskey in payment of both 
distillery and grain. This arrangement con- 
tinued till the season of a great revival. 

Mr. K. had adopted the views of Fauny 
Wright and Brownson, and had quieted himself 


He rarely attended church ; om one occasion, When 
he did so. ke asked his wife on his return if “ she 
smelt brimstone on his coat.” But,ifhe refused 
to hear the word and will of God at church, he 
could not escape from a faithful preacher ia his 
own hose. His wife’s mother was a descend- 
aut of the old Scotch Covenanters, and possessed 
the sturdy Christian traits of the olden time. She 
‘was quaint in expreesion, fluent in prayer, and 
strorg in faith, often assuring her son that God 
would yet convert him. To this end she prayed 
without ceasing, and he could not but hear some- 
tjmer, though he laughed when she asked for even 
the “crumbs” of divine mercy. It was “ foolish- 
ness” to him. 

Mr. Finney came, at length. Among the many 
conveits was the wife of Mr. K. “Iam glad of 
it, only let me alone,” was his remark wpo2 hear- 
ing iit. But the Spirit would net let him alone, 
ard ‘ed him, ke scarcely knew how, to the 
church-door, where he entered and heard the 
hated preacher. As he listened, he could not but 
accent to argument after argum:nt. ‘* Yes, 
that is correct—that is true,” said he, till he wes 
biovght face to face with his own sine. He went 
Lome feeiing like “ a whipped child,” wept and 
read lis unknown Bible a'l night, and found 
peace in the morning, while kneeling with his 
aced mother, and following her word for word in 
prayer, like alittle child. Hearing of the change, 
his eld friends came with the questions : 

“What have you done? Why do yor feel co 
guilty ?” 

“Tneverdid anything tight in my l:fe,’ was 
the reply. 

Hencefoth. he adopted, as a solid principle, that 
whatever he felt to be right, that he wou!d do, 
Ged helping him And now the tinkling glasses 
and decanters were swept from the side-board, 
and cold water shone with a’pure radiance where 
the 1ed wine had biseed, and the family Bible 
tcok tle p’aceof the punch-bowl. But what was 
te be done with his interest in the distillery —an 
interest as good asa mint? He could not retan 
it, neither could ‘he sell such a temptation to an- 
other. ‘* Destroy it,” was the verdict. Aecord- 
ingly, he bought back the contract, broke the 
worm in pieces, and sold it to be made into but 
fone. The distillery was taken down, ard the 
material used fer building houser, which yet 
stand. 

He was now thoroughly engaged in the eause 
of Temperance. He refused to let buildings to 
liquer-seller#, though they thereby often stood 
empty ard unprofitable He also built a hall for 
the free vse of temperance lecturers while they 
were unpopular ; frequently spoke upon the sub- 

ject himself in remcte towns, end sought to lead 
drunksrds by the hand from the gutter to sober, 
thrifty life again, As his influerce had been on 
the wrcng side in the military company which he 
commanded, he remained with it one year, Jabor- 
ing by his example and eloquent appeals to minke 
it a medel of temperance, as it had before bean of 
conviviality.. In this he succeeded. What a 
marvel is the power of God in the heart, tis to 
molds strong man’s will to the Divine purposes 
ardgjory! « 

Mr. K. carried his Christian principled into 
every department of life. His business was con- 
¢ucted with such stric' integrity that his clerks, 
when ¢stablished in business themselves, speak 
of the influeree of th's upright dealicgnpon their 
ovn «haracter and habits. Such a man could 
not bot be a helper in any gcod work. Acting 
upen the principle which he had laid down for 
himeelf, he adopted the earliest resolutions of a 
‘few miriste:s, declaring slavery to be a sin and 
advecstivng immediate emancipation. Upon read- 
ing the circular, he exclaimed, “ That is right ; 
there I s‘and!” From this time he became one 
of the d rectors of the “ tnderground railroad,” 
and en unflinching supporter of the tabsoed 
cause of abolition. Having at heart these two 
greet reforms, (then so odious to the public,) he 
freely devoted his mears to both. His house 
‘was thrown open to the friends and agents of 
either cause, and his horses and stables were 
at iheir service. His wife readily acquiesced 
in this liberal hospitality, altheugh already bur 
dered with the cares of a heusehold that would 
have dismayed a woman of less energy. 

The earl'est temperance movement commenced 
in cutting off distilled liquors. One of the gréat 
est drunkards in town was willing to give money 
to effect this end, be cause he was owner of a beer 
brewery, and would find better sale for his own 
commodities. It was therefore found of little 


| tse tortay intemperance without condemning all 


fermented drinks. It was difficult to enlist peo- 
ple in the cause, for appetite counseled the oppo- 
tition of one portion of the community, and fash- 
ion the other. It was needful to present the mis- 
eries of drunkards’ families, in their very midst, 
in order to move the heart of the people to refor- 
mation. To effect this truthfully and powerfully, 
Mr. EK. employed two persons to visit every such 
family in the town, and obtain facts, which were 
to be published in‘pamphlet form, and distribu- 


ted. 

The vexed rum-sellers circulated the story that 
the names of diunkards wers to be published. 
This soured their fary. A crowd gathered end 
‘went t> the hotel, threatening to mob the agent, 
who wasthere. A messeoger was quickly sent 
to Mr. K., who } rovidentislly was talking at the 
mement with @ trustworthy Irishman, named 
Tcm, in bis employment, who was already stand- 
ing in a stout wagon, holding the reins of a 
spirited psir of horees. Mr. K. sprang in and di- 
recied him to drive to a lane in the rear of the 
ho‘el. Entering, he found the agent, picked ups 
stick on his way for self-defense, if necessary, and 
led the man to the back entrance, while a friend 
diverted the mob, in front, by a spseth. Tue 
ra e was quickly diseovered, bat Mr. K. suc 
cec€ed, at the risk of his own fife, and after 
‘neountering a severe blow from ofie of the rict- 
ere, in mounting the fugitive ia the wagon. 
Fast driving ard a little managemeatena led the 
agent toescape afer an excit ng chave of several 
miles, from which the bafiled pursuers returned 
with bloody ‘whips, . bo:sting that they had 
“flogged the fellow ‘e death.”

Tar Capital is very dull,so many members of 
Congress are at home during the holidays. All 
work connected with Congress is suspended for 
fortnight, with the exception of one commitiee—the 
Ways and Means. Jt has a sub-committee, headed 
by Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, which scarcely ever 
suspends its labors. The three mémbers compor- 
ing it are frequently absent from their places in 
the House, compelled by hard work in the com 
mittee-rocm to trust the business of the Hovee to 
other members. They are now eng:ged in cou 
sidering the facts relating to finance and taxation, 
so that a bill may be presented for the consider- 
tion of Congress, which sball be the result of 
careful sesearchb. Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, is one 
of the model members of Congress. He is a severe 
student, a modést and correct speaker, and was 
pever known to indulge ia “ buncombe” He is 
opposed to Mr. Thaddeus Stevens’ foolish notioas 
respecting the finances, and if his advice had been 
followed by the committee, the premium on gold 
to-day would not be over fifty per cent. He bas 
always opposed the issue of paper-money, and now 
advocates the most severe taxation and the pay 
ment of high rates of iaterest. His argument is 
that Secretary Fessenden can better afford to pay 
ten per cent. interest with gold at 125 than five 
per cent. with the price at 250, for the very reason 
that it will take but half the money to supply the 
wants of the Government with gold at 125 thatis 
now necessary. 

I have not geen any journal give proper credit 
tothe man who upset Mr. Stevens’ gold bill in 
Uongrss. It was a most mischievous bill, and 
the Houre had given it importance by referring it 
to the Committee of Ways and Meavs. Mr. Bisise, 
of Maize, perceiving the mischief wrought eves 
by the consid: ration of the measure, ia a brief be 
forcible speech brought the House to reconsider 
its vote of reference, and to lay it on the table st 
once. Many members of the House have. been 
misunderstood by their vote upon the q vestion of 
reference. Merely as a ma‘ter of courtesy, 4 num 
ber.of the members voted to refer. 1 do not be- 
lieve that there are five members of the Hou who 
fayor such legislation as was proposed by Mr. 
Stevens, and there is not one who agrees with him 
in his ideas respecting paper currency. te ws 
made ehsirman of the Ways and Means Committee 
because of his intellectual abilities and his proml- 
nevt position in the party, rather than for any 
pecudar fitness fr the place. Upon the same 
principle, 1 suppose, Winier Davis was made 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign }ebations. 
He is one of the most brilliant men in the coun 
ty. As an orator, he has scarcely an equal, bat 
he Jacks «hat breadth of statesmanship whica 
makes Mr. Sumper, radical as he is, a safe eet as 
tae chairman of the Senat2 Committee of Foreign 
Relation s

HE FAMILY CIRCLE NEVER PRE- 
sents iteelf to the eye ina more pleasing aspect 
than at this festive sgason of the year, when every 
sentient being seems to rejoice in the mercies of a 
benefiesmt Providence that has so crowned the 
labors of the husbandman ; while the return of the 
season cannot fail to recall to every devout mind 
the remembrance of God’s “ unspeakable gift” to 
the world in the advent of his Son, to engage in 
the great work of man’s redemption. And yet, 
amid all the joy and innocent hilarity caused by 
the return of the season, the affectionate father, as 
he looks around his domestic circle, and gratetully 
acknowledges the gift of God in the wife who has 
been to him as a “ fruitful vine,” at the children 
like “olive-plants around his table’—while he 
recognizes the truth of God’s Word, that “ children 
are a heritage of the Lord,” and rejoices that “his 
quiver is full of them”—sometimes finds the pros- 
pect overcast and clouded by the reflec*ion that his 
death would leave théia nerp.e5*, OF dependent on 
the cold charity of the world for comfort, or, it 
may be, subsistence. While he has life and health, 
want cannot reach them ; but it often makes the 
strong man shudder to reflect that the wife of his 
bosom—she whose face he did not suffer even the 
breath of heaven to visit too roughly—might, by 
the breaking of the strong staff on which she had 
hitherto leaned, be cast on the mercy of strangers, 
or be compelled, by severe exertion, with over- 
taxed strength, and perhaps failing health, amid 
sorrow and penury, to gain a scanty subsistence 
for her fatherless children. These children, too, 
to whom want, discomfort, and inconvenience 
have been known only by report—for whose com- 
fort and maintenance he would, if -possible, “coin 


his heart, and drop his blood for drachmas,” 
he sees in want of the common necessaries of life, 
or eating the bitter and, it may be, grudgingly be 
stowed bread of dependence. 
This is no picture of the fancy. It is the expe- 
rience ofevery man who’ feels his responsibility t> 
God and his duty to these whom God has giv 
him, and whoee circumstances do not permit hi 
to accumulate during his life & sum sufficient to 
support them after his death. The obligation rest- 
ing upon every man to provide for his family is 
not confined to a provision during his life; and 
the question will obtrude itselfon the mind of 
every husband and father, whose conscience and 
sense of right are in a sound and healthful state, 
how far he is justifiable in accustoming her who 
has been the partner of his sorrows and his joys, 
and those who derive their being from him, to all 
the comforts and enjoyments arising ftom the 
sense of home and the luxury of independence, and 
allowing them at his death to drop suddenly into 
the most deplorable of all conditions, that of sud- 
den and unmerited poverty. This question, we 
say, will obtrude iteelf on the mind of every such 
map, and, like Banquo’s ghost, will not down “ at 
his bidding,” but will continue to haunt him un‘il 
it is effectually lad by his securing a provision for 
those who are dependent on him. It is here that 
life assurance interposes with the proffer of its be-

And during the pro- 
cess of smoothing a pen-point, the certainty of the 
action is not left to the m«re decision of the eye

of writirg to the satisfaction of the skilled opera- 
tive. But even when this result is securod, each 
pen has to besubmitted to another ordeal, namely 
being tested and examined by the proprietor, et . 
special table. Each pen is tested here by using 
itin writing, and any one that is found the least 
defective is condemned, the perfest ones only 
being passed, and made up in neat packages for 
the store. We have now briefly described the 
way that The Gold Pen is made, and we trust the 
| reader has obtained a tolerably clear idea of the 
| manufacture of this, tte prince of writing inetru- 
| ments. It will readily be appreciated that great 
| care and skill are neeessary in conducting the 
manufacture ef gold pens. At all times, but more 
especitily when gold is so high ia price, the 
greatest economy and care must be erero'sei— 
nothing must be lost of the prec‘ous metal. All 
| the grindings and polishing tailings of the manu- 
factory are washed, and then subjected to a refin- 
ing operation to obtain the precious mets] in them. 
And not only these, but the washings of the opera- 
tives’ hands, the dust from their clothes, the 
| sweepings of the floors,and all the wiping-rags 
used, are subjected to the crucible of the refiner, 
and the gold exiracted from them. There are 
| two modes by which gold may be extracted from 
| dross and sweepings : narely, the wet process, in 
which acids and precipitants are employed ; and 
| the dry method, in which heat and a flux are em- 
| ployed. The latter is the more commoa and sim- 
| ple mode. The gold-sweepings are mixed with a 
| certain quent:ty of carbon and the nitrate of soda, 
| or potash (salipeter), placed in a crucible, and 
twee poewtwew tm oe Seem nwe- 
The niter unites with the oxyds and the silica 
that may be in the sweepings, and rises to the 
surface of the crucible as scoria, while the gold 
remains at the bottom of the vessel, aad is ob- 
tained in the form of what is called “ a button.”
